DEFENDER'S SPLENDID WORK. 


Leaves the Vigilant far Behind In Race 


so Far. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


SANDY HOOK, July 20.—The course for 


tho Defender and Vigilant today was out- 
side of Sandy Hook v.'here the final con- 
test with Valkyrie III will take place. 
The prize is a $200 silver cup. 
It is tho 


Defender's first race, and the opportunity 
to witness the new boat drew a large 
crowd to the lower bay. The weather is 
hazy and wind light. 


The Defender arrived last evening from 


New Kochclle at Bay Bidge where the 
Vigilant was anchored. Today's race is 
the first real trial between the successful 
defender of tho Americas cup in the '93 
races—namely, the Vigilant and the new 
sloop Defender. 


The conrees today are to be as follows: 


From starting line at Scotland lighthouse 
to and around a mark fifteen miles to 
windward, or to leeward and return, leav- 
ing mark on starboard hand; from start- 
ing line ten miles to and around a mark; 
thence ten miles to and around a second 
mark; thence ten miles to the finish, 
turning the marks on the outside of the 
triangle to port or starboard, according as 
the yachts are sent around. 


The race today started at 11.30 o'clock 


from the Scotland lighthouse. Amid the 
shriek of whistles and the shouts of thou- 
sands of spectators who had come down 
the bay on various small craft to see the 
start, the Defender crossed the starting 
line 25 seconds ahead of the Vigilant in a 
wind that had freshened to twelve miles 
an hour, and in a very hazy atmosphere. 
The Defender certainly was the better 
boat in getting under way. 


ONE OCLOCK P. M. 


ASBUBY PAKE, N. J., 1 p. m The De- 


fender at this time appears to be a clean 
half mile ahead of the Vigilant and is 
cutting the water beautifully and with the 
speed of an ocean greyhound. So far she 
is showing unexpected sailing qualities. 
Enthusiastic boat crowds along the course 
are cheering her magniBcent work. What 
a change of wind may do is the only ques- 
tion now.

HARRISON DIDN'T SAY IT. 


Positively Denied That He Said He Would 


Not be a Presidential Candidate.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 20.—The great 


stir in polititical circles this week con- 
cerning Ex-President's Harrison's reported 
refusal to accept another 
presidential 


nomination now seems to have been with- 
out foundation. Newspapers for several 
days throughout the country have kept 
up a lively discussion and General Har- 
rison has preserved a profound silence in 
h is camp in the Adirondacks. 


Today Thomas Saile of this city, who 


was made authority for the whole exciting 
statement from the ex-president comes for- 
ward with a denial that would seem to set 
the stamp of falsity on the report that 
Harrison had ever said that he would not 
be a candidate. Mr. Saile emphatically 
denies tho statement telegraphed 
from 


Old Forge that he told Charles W. A. Ball 
of Syracuse on Wednesday that General 
Harrison had told a delegation that had 
called on him that he was not a candidate 
for president. The dispatch stated that 
ball and Saile were old neighbors. This 
Saile also denies.

General Harrison Tuesday evening at 
Dudd's camp, vliero tho ex-president is 


passing tbe summer, to invite him to at- 
tend the state fair have been separately 
interviewed. All of these men, out o) 
whose visit to Harrison's camp come the 
report of his denying he was a candidate 
say that not a word was said about poli- 
tics.

nothing. 


DR. HOLMES' FIENDISHNESS. 


Horrible Discovery 
Made in a Chicago 


Cellar Which so Indicates. 


' [Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


CHICAGO, 111., July 20.—From a ghastly 


find made last night in a basement on 
Sixty-third street it appears Dr. H. H. 
Holmes, now under arrest at Philadelphia 
for the murder of B. F. Pitezel and his 
three children at Toronto, Canada, will 
have to answer the awful additional 
charge of murdering Minnie Williams 
and her sister, who lived with him in this 
city during the World's fair. 


On the arrest of Holmes for the murder 


of the Pitezels the Chicago police recalled 
the sudden disappearance of the two beau 
tiful Williams women who had made their 
homes witli Holmes on the lower floor of 
701 Sixty-third street for some months. 
There had been grave rumors about the 
disappearance of the women and some 
were so pointed that they accused Holmeb 
of murder. 
It was known that the 


women were possessed of considerable 
money. 


These facts and the arrest of Holmes 


caused the Chicago police to make inves- 
tigations. Inspector Fitzpatrick and sev- 
eral other officers went to the house that 
had been occupied by Holmes and the 
young women and after making a thor- 
ough search of the apartments began dig- 
ging in the cellar. After an hour's digging 
they came upon an old stove that was 
buried in the cellar several feet deep and 
in the fire box were the charred remains 
of human bones. Part of a watch chain 
was found which has been identified as 
one owned and worn by Minnie Williams. 


Tbe detectives have no doubt but that 


the bones belong to the Williaaua women 
and every effort is being made to find clues 
to tbe murder. It Is believed that Holmes 
is the murderer, and the police think that 
there is about to be uncovered the most 
horrible crimes ever committed to gain 
insurance money. 


PERSECUTED 
AFTER DEATH. 


Stambuloff's Funeral Will Not Have Offi- 
cial Recognition From Prince Ferdinand. 


[SpecUt Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


SOFIA, July -SO.—Prince Ferdinand of 


Bulgaria, once the prince and friend of 
the dead cx-niiniater 
Stambuloff, 
has 


wired his court Marshall from Carlsbad 
where he is stopping that he doesnotwish 
to expose his faithful servants to an in- 
sult and so finds himself compelled to for- 
bid the Bulgarian civil and military 
authorities from taking any part in the 
dead man's funeral. 


It is semi-officially stated that the cause 


of Prince Ferdinand's telegram being sent 
was the fact that the family of the mur- 
dered Stambuloff had refused to receive 
wreaths which had been sent to their 
house in the name of the prince. 


PABIS, July 20.—Tlio Figaro today says 


that so intense is the feeling in the Bul- 
garian capital that great disorder and 
mob violence will occur on the occasion 
of M. Stambuloff's funeral. 


RIDER HAGGARD BESIEGED. 


His Political Opponents Surround His 


Hotel and Threaten Violence. 


LONDON, Eng., July 20.—H. Rider Hag- 


gard, the famous novelist and at present 
conservative candidate for East No.-folk, 
found last night something different than 
literary laurels or unreasonable criticism. 
He was at his hotel conducting his cam- 
paign when a mob composed of his politi- 
cal opponents surrounded the building and 
became very disorderly ana threatening. 


A number of police werfe dispatched to 


the hotel. They found it very difficult to 
restrain the mob and towards midnight 
the force had to be strengthened. At 
last it was found necessary for Mr. Hag- 
gard to remove to more friendly quarters 
and it required a body of 100 police with 
drawn cutlasses to conduct him safely 
through the mob. 


The mob got dangerously incensed and 


shouted derisively at Haggard. Their wild 
remarks showed they did not want them- 
selves represented or governed bya brain 
that conceived the unreal and weird 
"She," or puzzled itself with sueh specu- 
lations as "King Solomon's Mines."

A WESTERN FUJI GETS THE PRIZE. 


Work Will Commence Next Wednesday 


Probably. Sixteen Bids Were Made. 


To be Completed January 1. 


This forenoon the contract for building 


the new Berkshire mill No. 3 in Adams 
was awarded. The bids for building the im- 
mense new building were opened yester- 
day by W. B. and C. T. Plunkett, to whose 
discretion and good judgment has been 
left the entire charge of this work of 
building. The figuring? and compsrir-g of 
the sixteen contractor's figures wan not 
completed till this forenoon, when the 
contract was awarded to James Steward 
& Co., of St. Louis, Buffalo and Syracuse. 


The successful contractors are ths sec 


ond largest firm of builders and contrac- 
tors in the United States, and at this tims 
are erecting some mammoth raanuiaetur- 
ing plants iii different parts of the United 
States. 
, 


The bid of Stewart* Co. was but a few 


hundred dollars below that of the next 
higher figuies. In fact,-the bids of several 
ranged close together, differing a few 
hundred dollars because of the advantage 
or disadvantage of location of the bidding 
iirn>3. 


The construstion of null No. 3 will be 


under the charge of Stewart & Co 's office 
at Syracuse. It was the manager* irom 
this office who submitted the figures and 
who came to Adams in the matter. 


Work will commence on the new mill 


next week. Wednesday will probably be 
the day on which the contractors will 
arrive on the ground and begin the erec- 
tion of the mill from basement to roof. It 
is to be completed about January 1. 


This is certainty the beginning of the 


completion of a big enterprise and bqom 
forA dams.

To Ask the Town for More Space and 


Some Money. 


The joint committee of the board of 


trade and C. D. Sanford post, G. A. R., 
•that was appointed to consider improving 
the site of the soldier's monument held 
another meeting in the board of trade 
rooms last night. The sub-committee, W. 
A. Gallup and Dr. H. J. Millard, reported. 
They had been chosen to examine the 
site and obtain B survey of it and they 
presented a plan that showed up the plot 
very plainly. The site set apart by the 
town for the monument is twenty feet 
square. The survey was made not so much 
to locate the boundaries of that site es to 
find how large a plot could be reserved 
there without interfering with the road 
bed to any great degree. It was found that 
when a road bed 30 feet wide was allowed 
on the south and north sides of the site and 
on the east side also that en irregular 
shaped plot of considerabJe siza remained. 
The plot would be near to triangular and 
the monument would occupy a position in 
it close to the boundary on the North 
Church street side. 


The committee has practically finished 


their work and have decided to lay the 
plan before thu selectmen and ask them 
to allow the use of the ground mapped 
out for a plot to be reserved around the 
monument If the selectmen decide that 
ID is not in their power to grant the re- 
quest the matter will be laid before the 
town; The town will be asked to be at 
the expense of preparing the plot accord- 
ing to the iJeas of the committe'j. 
The committee's ideas in this respect 
are, to remove the curbing and railing 
that now surround the monument and to 
bound the enlarged plot by a granite curb- 
ing with rounded top. The plot then 
would be graded from the base of the 
monument 
to the 
carbine, 
which 


would hardly rife above the grade. 
It, was estimated that it wonld take 210 
feet of curbing to bound the plot and tho 
whole improvement would not cost more 
than $300. 


The idea of removing the monument 


has been Riven up, in fact hrs hardly been 
considered. The supposed legal objec- 
tions to the removal have to a. degree 
caused the idea to be discarded, but the 
strongest influence to this result is a con- 
viction that very few wish to sec the mon- 
ument removed. 


LABOR MEN BELIEVE IT. 


It is Asserted That the Padrone System 


was Attempted Here. 


The latest thing in labor circles is that 


an attempt has been made to introduce 
the" -'padrone" sysiera in town. Some 
labor men at first would not ticlicve the 
report, but after a little investigation save 
the story credence. It seems that there 
were a number of followers of tho acveral 
contractors who hoped to becuro 
the 


reservoir job, who, when the contractors 
foiled, attempted to bring their workmen 
here and find them employment. The 
scheme would not work and the men re- 
turned home well satined that there could 
be' no importation oirlaboi- into North 
Adams. The system practiced by those 
men is: They have numbers of illiterate 
men whom they employ at certain wages. 
These men are paid the same price as 
other laborers by those who directly cm- 
ploy them. The middle man or "padrone 
collects the wages and pays the men ac- 
coniiiig to their private agreement. If 
the scheme cannot be so openly carried 
out the middle man makes a pretense of 
getting the men a job or actually inter- 
cedes for them and then receives a weekly 
per cent, of their earnings.

Interesting Facts In Regard to 


the Production of this 


Novel Article. 


CM BE DONE OX A SMALL 
SCALE. 


Will the Time Come When Everybody 


Will Have a Freezing 
Ma- 


chine 
in 
the 


House. 


Work on tbe ice plant of C. F. Briggs 


& Co., is steadily progressing and the 
plant will be ready for operation in two 
weeks if the building over the tank is 
completed in that time, as it probably 
will be. 
. The artificial production of ice is an in- 
teresting process and the opening of a 
plant here will be an event of much in- 
terest to the people of the town. Another 
interesting fact in connection with the 
business is that ice making and refrigera- 
ting can be done on a small as well as a 
large scale, which fact has led to its intro- 
duction, into hotels and saloons, and even 
into private residences. J. W. McDonald, 
the foreman iri charge of setting up 
Briggs & Co.'s plant, relates some inter- 
esting facts in regard to refrigerating on a 
small scale. He sjiys a plant having a 
capacity of 750 pounds oi'ice per day can be 
put in for about $500, including an electric 
motor, and that it can be run very eco- 
nomically. The machinery is entirely au- 
tomatic and can be handled by .any person 
of ordinary intelligence. A plant of 750 
pounds capacity can be put into a space 
about three feet square, Mr. McDonald 
says, and the question of room is therefore 
of no consequence at all. 


Where refrigeration only is wanted it is 


produced by lowering the temperature of 
the refrigerating room to the desired 
point and ice is not made beyond that 
which collects on the pipes. The freezing 
is done hy passing anhydrous ammonia 
through coils of pipe, which speedily re- 
duces the temperature to the freezing 
point. If ice is de&ired cans of water are 
placed in brine through which the pipes 
pass and are quickly frozen solid. These 
small refrigerating machines are very con- 
venient for hotels saloons and other busi- 
ness places where perfect refrigeration is 
needed. After the plant is in the only 
cost of operation that amounts to any- 
thing ir> the power, and a small machine 
can be run nicely with an oil or a gas 
engine or tin electric or water motor of 
from one to three horse power. 


Tho Waldorf hotel in New York runs a 


heavy ice p'ant, the De La Verge system 
being used, and in addition to supplying 
adequate refrigeration for tho house, ice 
water is provided in a novel and attractive 
way. 
Cut glass 
water 
bottles, or 


'•carafes," an they are called, are filled 
about one-third full of watar and the 
freezing process expands the water so 
that it iills tho bottle about half full. 
Then when ice water is wanted these bot- 
tles are-filled with water and the article is 
at hand in a most neat, convenient and 
attractive form. 


An interesting exhibition of ice making 


was given in New York June 37 by the 
De La Vergns company, the occasion be- 
ing the opening of the Harlem ship canal. 
Among other features there was a great 
trades procession and in the line was a 
float carrying a srnal[ ice machine run by 
an oil engine. 
Mr. McDonald was in 


charge and he made a most complete suc- 
cess of the exhibition. Ice was frozen and 
passed out to the crowds in small cakes 
all along the line of march, and a coil of 
pipe in the shape of a cone about ftve feet 
high was covered with ice all the time. 
The people were enthusiastic over so 
novel a spectacle and crowded about the 
float, after the parade was over to learn 
more of the secret of ico making in the 
broiling sun of a clear June day. The ex- 
hibition was one of the greatest attrac- 
tions in the line. 


Artificial ice making is becoming more 


common all the time. Large plants are 
in, use on steamships, in breweries, meat 
houses and hotels, besides many plants 
which are run to supply ice for market. 
As the simplicity of the process becomes 
better understood it is probable that 
small plants will become 
very com- 


mon throughout the country. 


Was It Due to Tuberculosis? 


On July 7 the little two-year old daugh- 


ter of William Crowninsbield of North 
Parish, near Greenfield, died after a sick- 
ness of a few weeks in which she seemed 
to gradually pine away. The cause ot her 
death is stated in the certificate as being 
d.'sease of the liver. About the time of her 
death the family noticed that a cow 
showed unusual symptoms. The milk 
from the animal had been the food on 
which the little girl had lived almost 
entirely. Dr. M. L. Miner, the agent of 
the state board of cattle commissioners, 
applied the tuberculosis test to the cow 
and found that the animal was diseased 
and ordered it quarantined. He reported 
the case to the cattle commissioners with 
the result that Prof. Whitney, the pathol- 
ogitt of Harvard medical school, who is 
also connected with the Massachusetts 
general hospital, sent his assistant to 
Greenfield yesterday.

THE NEW BOYCOTT. 


Money boycotted! And to boycott any- 


thing is to let it severely alone. Such is 
the now and certainly uniq ue movement 
to be instituted a month hence against all 
mtional bank money in th:s country by 
the Knights ot Labor. People will now 
vrait to see if woikingmcn will refuse 
certain tinds of ruontj, jutt as good as 
Sold, at the oumraiiMl of certain labor 
leaders who aro illiquid.'dly hand in 
glove with the Populibtic forces to de- 
stroy sounc1 and saie money in thi^ 
country. 


This crusade against bank money iia., 


be» i inaugurated by General Mas e Work- 
man Sovereign of the Knigits of labor 
who has issued a circular letter, or mani- 
festo, to the members of that organization 
as well as, to kindred other organizations 
throughout the country, hai ing in view 
the establishment of a boycott upon al 
national bank notes. The manifesto is, in 
the words of General Master Workman 
Sovereign, addressed to "jll lovers of 
liberty." 


Mr. Sovereign charges that the banks 


are monsters of private gn.ed and the 
cause of all the "corrupt" financial legis- 
lation in this country for tho past thirty 
years. 


It is not probable that Gc neral Master 


Workman Sovereign does not conscien- 
tiously believe that he is sti iking a blow 
in the interests of labor. And it is an 
unfair and very poor thing tc> charge that 
the Knights of Labor have been bought 
up by the silver kings. While some of 
the labor leaders may be unprincipled 
and selh'sh and even corrupt, as a rule 
they are upright and loyal to the cause of 
labor. But what is surprising is the fact 
that any leaders of any cause coujd hope 
to carry such a gigantic" and disturbing 
attempt to a successful issue. It is argued 
that bank money is not legal tender be- 
tween individuals for debts, wages or 
merchandise, and if but one in 100 will 
refuse to accept it, this money will be cle. 
predated and the banks forced to with- 
draw it. Mr. Sovereign bases his belief 
on the loyalty of the Knights of Labor to 
support the boycott in this sentence: 
"Let it be remembered that this boycott 
is against a soulless combine that is res- 
ponsible for the scarcity of money, low 
wages and business depression." 


The contemplated result oft fie boycott 


is thus expressed: "This boycott will pre- 
cipitate the great conflict with the people 
on one side and the banks on the other, 
and the issue will be as sharply drawn as 
in the struggle of Andrew Jackson with 
the old United States bank sixty years 
ago. It will force the corporations and 
every form or private monopoly to take 
£ides in the contest. It will fofce a pluto- 
cratic press and a foreign money power 
to reveal the hidden hand of American 
politics and establish an impassable bar- 
rier between the toiling masses of Amer- 
ica and the Shylocks and pensioned lords 
of tho world." 


Such is outline is the plan that a vast 


army of laboring men are told tney must 
support after September 1. 


This boycott will fail. It is against the 


nature of man that it should not. No 
considerable amount of workingmen will 
refuse a dollar that is a dollar. They are 
too glad to get it. Furthermore, they 
cannot see the gain (remote if any), of 
their trouble and annoyance in aiding 
this plan. 


But beyond this sufficiently appare t 


cause of failure is the fact that the gre t 
power of business and commercial rel.i 
tions and transactions is airainst it. Mr. 
Sovereign himself sees the resulting dis- 
turbance to business, and the contraction 
of the present volume of currency, which 
is howled up and down the land as being 
too small now by just the money cranks 
this boycott seeks to aid. 


But more than all these considerations 


is this one: The laboring classes of 
America are neither ignorant nor fools. 
They know the first to suffer from acheap, 
depreciated money like silver money 
would be the wage earners. Their cheap 
money would buy less while employers 
would not advance wages. This has too 
often been the sorry experience of labor 
to have workingmen today enter into >i 
plan detrimental to their own interest 
No man, rich or poor, high or low, desire 
i;ood from a debased currency. And sj 
tlii* boycott will fail, and will fail for the 
good fortune of all.

CIVIL RIGHTS LAW AFFORDS THEM 


TEMPORARY NOTORIETY. 


WTiat They Are Entitled to and What 


They Receive Arc Not Always tjie Same 
A New Law That Aggravates Claaa l>ls 


I tlnction. 


A bill was passed by the last legisla- 


ture to prevent discriminations againsl 
negroes by common carriers, hotel aiic 
restaurant proprietors, saloon keepers, 
theatrical managers and all other pur- 
veyors to the demands of tha public. 
The bill was not signed by the governor 
until near the close of the 80 day limit. 
It is known as the Malby law, framed 
by Charles W. Anderson, a colored em- 
ployee in the state treasurer's office, 
who lives in New 'York city aad is aa 
active politician among his o\vn people. 
The law provides tfhat all citizens with- 
in this state "shall be entitled to the 
full and equal accommodations, advan- 
tages, facilities and privileges of inns, 
restaurants, hotels, eating houses, bath- 
houses, barber shops, theaters, music 
halls, public conveyances on land and 
water and all other places of public ac- 
commodation and amusement, subject 
only to the conditions and limitations 
established by law and applicable alike 
to all citizens.'' 


Violators of the law are liable to a 


penalty of from $100 to $300 to be re- 
covered in any court of competent juris 
diction, the amount to be pa'd to the 
person aggrieved. The offense is declar- 
ed to be a misdemeanor, and the offend- 
er is liable to a fine, in addition to the 
foregoing penalty, of from $100 to $500, 
or to imprisonment from 30 to 00 days, 
or to both. The law is claimed to be 
unconstitutional by the Hotel Men's as- 
sociation, and it is said they propose to 
contest it. 


Last Sunday, following the signing ol 


tho bill, Anderson and two friends of 
his own color started out to "test" the 
now luw. They visited a number of res- 
taurants and other places in New York, 
including Delmonico's and several other 
resorts of fashion not frequented by col- 
ored people. 
They met with varied ex 


periences. 
In the more fashionable re- 


sorts they were treated with courtesy, 
and their visit was regarded rather in 
the light of an amusing incident than 
otherwise, but in less prominent places 
they were either refused service or were 
treated with discourtesy. Their experi- 
ence was, on the whole, better than they 
had anticipated. They wore well dressed 
and are said to have conducted them 
selves properly. 


Since then Anderson's example has 


been followed by a number of men of 
his color who have not acted with the 
degree of decency which he showed on 
his tour. They have gone about among 
the loss fashionable resorts and saloons, 
asserting themselves in a manner which 
would be objectionable and offensive 
coming from any source, white or black. 
They seemed to be more anxious for n 
disturbance than for anything else and 
were disappointed when no disposition 
was shown to treat them in a different 
way from that in_ which white people 
are treated. 


Thus far the crusade has caused more 


amusement than anything else and is 
set down as the crude effort of a num- 
ber of hot headed young colored men to 
secure a little cheap notoriety^ It is in- 
teresting to note th£t the movement ia 
heartily condemned by the better class 
of negroes and that they regard it as far 
more likely to cause trouble phtca good. 
They recognize the fact that nothing 
will so soon provoke resentment and 
antagonism against their race, among 
people friejedly to them, as sending 
around an irresponsible committee of 
aolored men with chips on their shonl- 
iers, challenging white people to knock 
them off. They know that more injurj 
can be done to the cause of good feeling 
and mutual respect and consideration 
between the two races by one week of 
such effort than by seven years of prop- 
er behavior. They are alarmed also lest 
it rouses into activa use a very powerful 
weapon of retaliation in the hands of 
the hotel and restaurant keepers. 
The 


latter employ large numbers of colored 
help, and it would be a very easy mat- 
ter to stir up an opposition which would 
throw these people ont of employment. 
Tho closer they study the Malby law 
and the antics of those who are trying 
to enforce it the more are they impressed 
with its dangers and unwisdom. If it 
was evoked simply to assist the colored 
people in securing natural and necessary 
rights, it would not be objectionable, 
but when it is used to enable empty 
lieaded and ambitious politicians of 
their own color to buy fancy drinks in 
places where their presence is not de- 
sired sensible negro men and women 
are convinced that the new statute is a 
menace rather than a benefit. 


The penalty section of the law opens 


a wide door for blackmail. It v*ll be a 
very easy matter for a consoienceKSs iie- 
gro to force his way into a hotel or like 
place and ask for service which he does 
not require simply for the purpose of 
demanding a money indemnity upon re- 
iusal. It is a section which scamps will 
je very prompt to take advantage of. 


The law was unnecessary. The consti- 


;ution insures to the colored people ev- 
ery right which this new enactment 
jrovides, and existing statutes enable 
ihose rights to be forced. All sensible 
colored people recognize that any nn- 
'orltmate 
condition of exclusion to 


which they may be subjected, however 
unjust, cannot be combated or lessened 
jy enactment, but that its cure must be 
eft to time and to the good sense and 
mutual consideration of the intelligent 
of both races. The New York Age, a 
jewspaper devoted to the interests of 
:he colored people, while commending 
;he spirit of the new law, condemns the 
'test" business now going on.

gravate a class distinction, and it has 
)ossibilities for serious mischief which 
ha antics of Anderson and his follow* 
ers will be very likely to let loose— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN. 


Will be Interested In the Following Note 


From Inspector Lord. 


The following from George A. Lord of 


Springfield, state inspector of boilers, will 
be of interest to many in this section. Mr. 
Lord says: 


As there seems to be a misunderstand- 


ing among the engineers and firemen in 
regard to filling out the application blanks 
issued from the inspector's office^ and as 


it is of the greatest importance that the 
blanks are filled out properly. I w:sh to 
state that It is from the manner in which 
the blanks are filled that the inspector is 
enabled to judge of the qualifications of 
the applicant. If a fireman, he should de- 
scribe his plant in detail; simplying sta - 
ing that he has a fifty-horse-power boiler 
is not sufficient, but he should give the 
dimensions of shells, tubes, safety valve, 
whether pop or lever, size of fusible plug, 
method of feeding, size of pump, water 
end and steam end, if fed with pump and 
size of injector or inspirator, if led with 
either—and any other details suggested to 
the applicantJf an engineer^tate diameter 
of cylinder, length of stroke, number of 
revolutions per minute, speed of pleton, 
feet per minute, method of governing, 
whether ball or pulley, automatic or slide 
valve, compound or simple, condensing or 
non- condensing, surface or jet condenser, 
etc. Thes;, facts will enable the in pector 
to judge of the capabilities of the man 
and make it easier for both at the time of 
examination." 


There has appeared in certain papers 


within the last few days a long string of 
formidable questions, with the statement 
that they are to be propounded to all tak- 
ing examination as engineers or firemen. 
It is safe to say that it all or the greater 
part of these questions had to be answer- 
ed in order to pass examination the force 
of engineers and firemen in Massachusetts 
would be speedily reduced to a limit that 
would prove nothing short of disastrous. 
State Inspector Howes says that these 
questions are entirely misleading and that 
it is all nonsense to suppose that every en- 
gineer and fireman is to be put through 
any such catechising as the list would in 
dicate. 
A practical machinist in this 


town who is a graduate of a techeical 
school says he could not answer hall'of 
them. Most engineers and firemen are 
practical men and, fortunately, they are 
to be examined by a practical man, one 
who will attribute much more importance 
to what they know than to what they can 
tell.

town of Nowton, N. H., is again stirred 


j up over those famous alleged forged bonds. 


Suit has been brought against the town by 
H. J. Johnson of Haverhlll, who holds a 
$500 bond against the town, which ho pre- 
sented for payment when it bec.une due 
ast April, and upon which the town 
reasurcr, Dr. J. F. Axtell, refused pay- 
uent on the ground that the bond was 
lot genuine, as two of the gentlemen 
.vhose names were on it felt confident that 
<he signatures were forged. 
It was expected that some legal pro- 


•cediugs would be taken against the town 
to recover the amount of the bond which 
it refused to pay, but as the months 
•lippeil Vy and nothing was heard of It 
Jiu matter quieted down. 


It was reopened again, however, quite 


unexpectedly on Thursday when the high 
sheriff of Buckingham county, George W. 
Wuston, made his appearance iu town, 
milling upon John Rowcll, one of the 
selectmen, and serving a summons for the 
*own to appear before the supreme court 
uext October to be held at Portsmouth. 


H. J. Johnson, through his attorney, 


Arthur O. Fuller, brings suit to recover the 
•unount of the $500 and interest on the last 
-•oupou, also damages to the amount of 
JiUOJ. The sheriff also served notice for 
Lawyer Johnson that he would take de- 
positions at hit office on Sept. 11. Sheriff 
Weston ftlho summoned Harvey N. Goul<l 
-o appear nnd tell what he knew in regard 
to tile bonds. 


Mr. Gould Expresses Surprise. 


Harvey N. Gould when asked if he had 


'jeard that the town had been sued, 
•ecmed very much surprised, and replied 
hat he had heard nothing and did nob 
hink that it would lw. He was asked in 
regard to being summoned by Sheriff 
Weston, and ho professed to know noth- 
ing about it whatever. 


Chairman Henry Nichols was also inter- 


viewed. He said he did not think tho 
town would pay the bond without a big 
light. There was very little doubt but 
that the bond was forged, as Mr. Wilder 
ind Mr. Peaslee werj both sure that they 
had never signed the bond which Mr. 
Johnson presented. Mr. Nichols said they 
had plenty of time to get ready, and he 
thought thay might take some depositions 
'ipfore the court set, and present them. 


He called it pretty rough for tho town 


to be called upon to go to all this expense 
over what there was little doubt was a 
forged bond. They had paid up the $20,000 
bonds issued, with the interest, and there 
could not have been any extra bonds with- 
out some one having known about them. 
In regard to who could have issued tho 
bonds, Mr. Nichols would have little to 
<iiy, but if the court should decide in their 
favor, things would be made very warm 
for some parties there in town. 
The best 


of counsel will be employed by the towii, 
and the case will be fought to the end.

A WASHINGTON SENSATION. 


Cabinet Officers Hold a Session at the Capitol. 


Purport of ihe Meeting a Secret, 


WASIIIXGTOS, July 20.—Yesterday, for 


the first time in many years, there was a 
midsummer cabinet meeting held here in 
tho absence of the president. Secretary of 
State Olney apparently came to Washing- 
ton from Falmouth, Mass., for the express 
purpose, for he arrived yesterday noon and 
left this city this morning. 


Secretary Olney called at the war de- 


partment soon after his arrival at the 
state department to talk with Secretary 
Lament The latter was absent at the 
time, and he failed to attend the cabinet 
meeting, which was held later, although 
an effort was made to summon him by 
telephone. 
Secretary Herbert next re- 


ceived a visit from the secretary of state, 
and about 4 o'clock the pair walked over 
to the state department and were closeted 
in the office of Secretary Olney. 
Here 


they were joined in the course of a half 
hour by Secretary Carlisle and Attorney 
General Harmon, who had been called by 
telephone into the conference. 


This lasted for fully two hours and from 


time to time Assistant Secretary Adee, 
who has been acting as secretary of state 
during the absence of Secretary Olney, 
was called into the room to advise the 
cabinet as to some point under discussion.

Another Ghastly Find by Chicago Detectives 


Fixes More Crime Against Him. 


TORONTO, July 20. — Mrs. Pitzel has 


identified the bodies of the two children 
found Monday night last in the cellar of 
St. Vincent street as those of tier girls, 
Alice and Nellie. The latter she identi- 
fied by her hair and the former by a pecul- 
iarity of the upper front teeth. Mrs. 
Pitzel broke down completely and sobbed 
and cried throughout the trying ordeal. 
Detectives Geyer of Philadelphia and 
Cuddy of the local staff and the doctors 
were perfectly satisfied with the identifi- 
cation. 


The case which the Canadian authori- 
ties now have against Holmes is very 
complete, and many hero believe that the 
prisoner will certainly be extradited. 


The inquest on the body of Alice, the 


eldest girl, was resumed at the police 
court last night, and after several wit- 
nesses had been examined, was adjourned 
for a week. 


More Evidence Against Holmes. 


CHICAGO, July 20.—Another appalling 


crime will be laid at the door of H. H. 
Holmes, the notorious insurance windier, 
and the alleged murderer of the Pitzels. 
That Minnie Williams of Fort Worth 
met her death at the hands of Holmes 
there is scarcely a doubt. That she died 
in this city in n violent manner has been 
proven almost conclusively. 


Late last night tho police found in a 


stove in the three story brick building at 
701 Sixty-third street, which was, built by 
Holmes, and in which both he and tho 
Williams girl hvud, a quantity of charred 
bones, buttons known to have been on a 
dress owned by Minnie Williams and a 
partly molted portion of a watch chain, 
which was positively identified as having 
been tho property of the girl. 


The ch.iin was instantly recognized by 


C. F. Davis, who occupies a portion of the 
store formerly used by Holmes when ho 
was in the drug business, as ono lie had 
seen Miss Williams wear, and which ho 
had on two separate occasions repaired for 
her. Davis also claimed to recognize the 
buttons as those he had seen on a dress 
worn by Miss Williams. 


The ghastly discovery was made late 


last night by a force of detectives working 
under the command of Inspector Fitzpat- 
rick, and who had all day been at work 
searching the building from cellar to gar 
ret. The floors were taken up in part* 
the wall were sounded and the big iro; 
vault carefully inspected. The walls o 
the vault were found to be heavily packe 
with asbestos, which the police believ 
was placed there for the purpose of deac 
entng sound. 


What the Search Kevealed. 


The search of the house was undertaken 


by the' police, who yesterday received 
eommilnication from the Philadelphi 
authorities. The Building was carefullj 
gone over, and the 'dummy elevator whic! 
ran from the top floor of the building 
where Holmes had his office^ to the base 
mentwl^hout-exit oathe intervening floors 
was tried and worked in every possible 
manner.
